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Applicant has amended claims by adding the limitation of claim 28 into the independent claims. However, the combined references as 
indicated in the last office action disclose the step of "supressing in response to the presence of the trusted association involvement of a 
holder of the card in performing card holder verification" as claimed and as indicated in the previous office action. Findley also discloses 
claim 28 which is now a step of amended claim 16 reciting "performing in response to the checking indicating no trusted association card 
holder verification which comprises card holder verification" as claimed. Column 4, lines 39-46 in Findley recites "access cards can be 
password protected and they remain unusable until the correct Pin is entered", which meets the recitation of if password is not correct a 
card holder may enter another pin for verification. The conditional statement "if... else" that applicant presented in the argument is not 
claimed and is still obvious over the combined references. For at least the reasons stated above and in the previous office actions claims 
16-27,29-32 and 34-46 are not in condition of allowance. 
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
